1 The trenches in Queen's Road between 
Arsenal Street and Murray Barracks nulla 
were opened in January last and with the excep- 
tlon of one or two short lengtha they were com- 
pleteddaring February, It was found necessary, 
however, afterwards to open a trench and lay 70 
yarda of drain to. proyide for the storm “water, 
opposite the Commissariat Buildings; this 
trench was open for about a fortnight, 

2. No tronches have been opcned between the 
Hongkong Club and Murry Brr:acks nullah 
alnce the storm water drain wasconstiucted [n Ice 
House Street about 3 years ago, and this portion 
is more than one balfof the distance. piven in - 
the article. 7 

3. The only streets other than the Queon’s 
Road, Praya, and-Arsenal Street, which have at 
present been opened for sewerage works are Ship 
Street, St, Francls Street and some side streets 
south of the Wanchai. market; rone of 
these latter streets were open for any 
length of time and with the exception, 
of a portion af Ship Street they arc very little 
used as public thoroughlares, 

4. The trenches in Queen's Road east of 
Ship Street were open for some time as boulders 
were met with-along the whole IIne os far as 
Spring Gardens Lane, ard there are stil! a few 
openings in this porlion of the road for the 
purpose of moking conrections to the new 
sewers, I hope, however, to complete the sewer- 
age works fn the Qucen's Road rext week, 

§. At no tlme has the  ucen’s Road east 
teen practically blecked up so far as veh cular 

. traffic Is concerned” but there has always been 
room for two 'rlkshas' to pzss one snother at 
aby polnt, ae 

6 Every endeavour has teen made to push 
on the sewerage works in the eastern distiict of 
the clty which are undoubtedly an inconvenience 
to the public, and these works would have been 
completed a month ao but for the Plague 
epidemic which practically stopped all engineer- 
ing works throughout the colony. 3 

7. I trust the foregolog explanation will be, 
found satisfactory, but I wau'd point out that 
there atlll remains a considerable quantity of 
work to be done in the Wanchai district which 
will necessitate the opening up of Wenchal Road 
and of all the roads east of Ship Street between 
the Praya and Queen's Road, and the Praya 
itself has yet to be opened east of Ship Street,

“trons oeals, arvived at che Taluog River on the 
18th instant and landed some 6,000 men. Thie 
force at orce proceeded Inland, but before they 
had got balf-way. a theusand Chinese cavalry 
snddenly attacked them, dividing them into two, 
while a battery of horse artillery fired from an. 
eminence near by and made considerable hayoc, 
The J psnase retreated to the’ seashore, and the 
fleet, fictng thelr bi puns, prevented farther 
pursult, ‘The Chinese counted thirteen hundred 
and. thirty-f-tir. dead bedles of the enemy 
seaitercd along the 1 u'e.

THE “KOWSHING" CATASTROPHE. 
CHINESE OFFICIAL RNQUIRY, 


FURTHER DETAILS FR'M VON HANNEKEN, 


The fo'low!ng {4 a full report of the snswers 
given by Mr. Von’ Hanneken {tm the crost |, 
examination which followed the reading of bis 
written statement (alreacy published in this 
journal) respecting the sinking of the steamship 
Kowshine, The officitt report, dated rat inst, 
reads as follows :— : 

Mr. von Hanneken’ was then’ invited to 
confirm the above, which he did, ‘adding that 
with regard to the salute which bad been offered 
by the Japzncas mn-of-wnr, he hed not actually 
aeen the flag dipped, but that while be whe 
watching the movements of the Tyraoklang the 
2nd officer Informed him that the Japanese man- 

of-war had dipped her flag, 

Witness was then questioned as to many 
detalts, and y-ve the [ollawlog information :— 

Not acingle sbot was fired fram the Kowshing 
unillthe Mantwa fired and killed Lo Ta-jen, 
commandant of the troops, When the Japanese 
boarded the Kowshirg the first Uma, he shad 
succeeded in persuading the troops that absolute 
quiescence was essential, and by the time the 
officers reached the deck‘he did not, think there 
was arifle ora naked sword to be seen, for the 

soldiers had all gone below, and only a few 
commanders were on deck. Duting the parley 
magnificent discipline was. malotained, 

When the Jopanese returned for the second 
{nterview, he called Captain Galsworthy to the 
pangway os a witness to what was sald. A 
junior Japanese officer took notes In a book and 
acted as interpreter, and be (witness) questioned 
him closely a6 to whether they quite understood 
whathesald  <  . ' 

‘The Japanese were-very Incredulous as to the 
natlonality of the Aowshing and the chief 
officer, Mr. Tamplin, spake to him as he was 
golng to the Captalo's cablo with a tin box, 
. containing the ship's papers, and remarked (hat 
the Kowshing was well knowa all over the coast 
of China. 5 5 

He had'no reason to suppose that the Japanese 
hed any animus agalnsthim personally, and he 
volunteered an explanation to them of his. 
preser.ce on board, 

He had heard no indications of any Grlng 
before, but white be was watching the Tsaokiang 
he saw some cemel! cloeds {nthe distance, which 
might have been smoke clouds fram guo firing. 
Captain Gal:worthy examined them through hi 
glass and thought they were fog. 

He was astonished at the slow progress made 
by the first torpedo fired, and thought it very 
probable that it mlssed the ship and that ft was 
& second one which struck her. 

As soon as the Japanese opened fire the 
Chinese soldiers rushed tothe foursmall mountain 

“guns which had been stored on deck (the other 
8 being below) on -the starboard side, brought 
them across to’ the port side and began fring at 
the Nandwa whh them as well as with thelr 
rifles. They had no chance of hitting ber, but 
fired fn desperation, 

The Japanese fired with shell. from both large 
and small guns, He thought they also used 
armoured shell (without fases),-be had seen 
pleces of ehell extracted from wounded soldicrs 
by the Doctor of the Zs, who had ¢hem atill, 
All the masthead puns fired abel. . 

_ He was personally convinced that tho 
Japanese all along Intended to fire, and tiled to 
persuate Captalo Galeworthy of this, as well an 
to at teast make preparatlonato slip his cable, 
but the latter had {mpllelt bellef in the efficacy’ 
of Ihe British flag to protect his ship from attack, 
and said that his Engineers would not stay 
below. Hie abject In trylng to induce them to 
ran .on' the island was to save more lile, if 
posible, as the ship must be lost-in any case, 
although she might have escaped the tospedo, 
The ship's bull was strong enough to stacd 
many shot and shell.

He -saw Captain Galsworthy 
adjasting his Ife-belt in the water, tnd spoke 
tohim, and saw him swim away strongly ; and 
he aloo saw the first officer, Tamplio, with a Iife-

When he reached the Island be found 11 of 
the crew. who had cut away a sbip’s boat from 
the davis asthe vessel sank. They had one bive 
Hight and ao HMfe-bett with them. There were 
6 aallors, 2 firemen and-s soldiers. Dariog the 
night many drifted to the {sland upon oare and 
wreckage, some so badly wounded that he 
wondered at thelr reaching the island at all. He 
collected in tha morning some 154 men, including 
elg-t of the crew, The lowdah of a small junk 
picked ap 1g menand « quarter-master and took 
them off, be didnot know where. He bad 199 
men with him when he got to Chemulpo, and an

“A nantical correspondent wiltes to the V. C. 
Datly News trom Tsku under date August the 
17th, mentioning the panic-inspired measures 
taken at the mouth of the Peiho on recelpt of 
the news of the Japanese flect belog at Wel-bai- 
wel. The Chinere bad been busy putting down 
submarine mines between the forts and the bar, 
and onthe rqth the Feiching, in avotding 
field of mines, got hadly ashore on the north 
bank, The search lights were belng wo:ked 
from the forts all night, though six miles is the 
fHearent that a 20-fect draught ship can approach 
the forts, 7 

For many days one or two trainsa dey bave 
passed Tongku on rowfe for Shan-hei kaan, 
where a lsrgo force iv concentrating, They 
appear to be of a better class than the men 
sent to Korea, having a finer physigue and belng 
better clothed and armed.
